It Refuses to Indorse Him for State Treas- 
urer or to Make Him President of the 
Organization in Illinois, and Talks of 
Expelling Him from the Order—A 


Crushing Defeat, Followed by a Speech 
Which Turns the Laugh on Him. 

Sr umarmt, III., Oct. 21.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Edward S. Wilson, the Democratic candi- 
date for State Treasurer, is squelched. He 
admits tonight that he cannot get the backing 
of the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association of 
the State of Illinois, now in session here. He 
wanted ite indorsement, and has worked hard 
to get it. First he called the convention at 
Se Mattoon some weeks ago, but he was thwarted 
3 in his desire to prostitute the association. 
oe Then he came here, thi he would experi- 
IRE ; ence little or no trouble, In this he is griev- 

| ously mistaken, This convention not only re- 
pudiates his illegal assemblage at Mattoon, 
but is preparing to shove Mr. Wilson out. All 
day long he has been ‘on the floor of the 
convention buttonholing the . delegates 
and taking them into the recesses of 
ante-rooms to beg, plead with, and 
importune his fellow delegates to indorse his 
candidacy by the Democracy. In so doing he 
bas turned the floor of a peaceable, orderly 
convention into a hot-bed of political chican- 
ery. His actions here today, coupled with his 
antics all through the campaign, have brought 
upon him the contempt and contumely of all 
the members of the convention, with the ex- 
ception of a few personal friends. 

Now, seeing that he is whipped in his battle 
for an indorsement, he is earnestly seeking 
‘the nomination to the Presidency of the Farm- 
ers’ Mutual Benefit Association for the ensu- 
ing year. He will never get it. Despite the 
fact that the Hon. Cicero J. Lindley, 
the incumbent of the Presidency, de 
clares over and over again that 
he cannot under any circumstances 
accept the nomination for the Presidency be- 
cause he is a candidate for Congress in the 
Eighteenth District, the delegates this even- 
ing insist that he shall continue to be the pre- 
siding officer for the coming year. His re- 
nommation by acclamation is believed to be 
forthcoming. 

Wilson’s Funny Attitude. 

One of the funniest phases of the situation 
is the attitude taken by Mr. Wilson, who is 
urging the delegates to adopt a resolution de- 
claring in favor of political purity and against 
the use of money at the polis. Mr. Wilson 
gets this resolution from Mr. Delos P. 
Phelps, Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee, and as the apostle of all 
that is good and pure in politics he is begging 
the farmers to follow in the bright and shin- 
ing path he has marked out for them. 

It is not improbable that some such resolu- 
tion may be adopted by this convention, but 
it will be beaten in case Mr. Wilson stands as 
its putative father. History proves conclu- 
sively thata farmer can stand a good deal, 
but when it comes to Ed Wilson, the country 
lawyer, who lives off other people's misfort- 
unes, posing as the champion of purity and 
honesty, even the farmer’s stomach revolts 
and refuses to accept the nauseous dose. 

The charges in Tus Trisune of Mr. Wil- 
son’s dereliction of duty while acting as 
Deputy Treasurer of Crawford County do not 
appear to give him the least uneasiness. He 
does not for a single instant protest against 
them, or in any wise say they are untrue, but 
on the contrary says the charge will be to his 
benefit and make him some thousands of 
votes. 

Mr. Wilson’s utter disregard of the imputa- 
tions made against him and the braggadocio air 
he assumes when his brethren are asking him 

as to their truth or falsity are raising a whirl- 
wind of indignation among the delegates to- 
night.

Peculiar Positions of the Chief Mourners at 
William Sprague’ Funeral. 
Provipence, R. I., Oet. 21.—[Special.]— 
The funeral of William Sprague Jr. was as de- 
void of sensational features as it was possible 
for a funeral at which the mother is not a wife 
and the widow is the bridéof another. Such 
was the case at the little church at Narragan- 
sett Pier today. Gov.Sprague and his second 
wife, with Mr. and Mrs. Garrett Wheaton, the 
latter Willie’s divorced wife, sat on the right 
of the main aisle, while: Mrs. Kate Chase, 
mother of Willie, with her daughters Ethel 
and Portia, sat on the left. Both parties 
were accompanied by their legal advisers. 
The funeral decorations consisted of a mag- 
nificent anchor from Mrs. Chase bearing the 
-word ‘“ Hereafter,” and @ ‘pillow inscribed 
Papa from the 8 ae family, in the 
name of the child born to Mrs. Wheaton 
while she was Mrs. Sprague. The Episcopal 
service was rendered and the remarks were of 
a general character. After the funeral the 
Sprague family returned to Conanchet and 
Mrs. Chase and her daughtérs accompanied 
the remains to this city, where they were 
placed in the magnificent mausoleum of the 
Spragues at Swan Point.

MRS, H. C. R.-W. GREEN HAD A “PULL.” 


Her Speculations in Mining Land and Her 
Suit Against William J. Rotch. 

William J. Rotch: of New Bedford, Mass., 
one of the defendants in the suit brought by 
Mrs. Hannah Kate Couftis Richniond-West 
Green in the Circuit Court of Cook County 
against the Wisconsin Lead and Zine com- 
pany et al. for conspiracy to defraud, has filed 
a cross-bill which, if the allegations therein 
made are true, proves Mrs. H. K. C. R.-W. 
Green to be a woman with a wonderful pull 
on capitalists. 

Mrs. Green is a Shakspeatean reader by pro- 
fession and a speculator by nature. Her 
home is at East Hampton, Mass., and the fol- 
lowing brief account of her career is extracted 
from the answer filed by Edward G. Leszyn- 
sky, one of the defendants in her suit: 

Complainant is about 48 years of age. She has 
been three times married and once divorced; has 
been a public Shaksperean reader under the con- 
duct of a manager; has bought and sold lands for 
herself and others; has dealt extensively since 
1883 in lead and zinc mining stocks; has doften 
organized lead and zinc mining companies 
interests therein; has operated such mines; has 
had financial and 5 — relations with bankers, 
merchants, and capitalists in New York and New 
England as well as in the West; has employed 
ents; has been engaged in 
litigation ; has traveled extensively, and thereby 
she is, and in October aud November, 1888, was, a 
woman of unusual worldly and business enter- 


prise. 

Mrs. H. K. C. R.-W. Green seems to be an 
expert in discovering lands which contain lead 
and zinc as well as pockets which contain fat 
check-books. In the year 1884 she did some 
prospecting which resulted in the discovery of 
some valuable inineral lands in the neighbor- 
hood of Galena, III., and Shullsburg. Wis. She 
imparted this fact to William J. Rotch of New 
Bedford, a millionaire whom, she alleges, she 
had known “intimately. for many years.” 
Rotch listened to her fale of the immense 
wealth that only needed developing and ad- 
vanced her considerable money to purchase 
the land, promising her. half the — of the 
enterprise—so she avers. he further 
declares that in an evil day she 
admitted Gardner EK. Willard, a Chi- 
cago attorney, and Edward G. Leszynsky 
into the deal. Leszynsky was to act as her 
agent and receive half of ber share of the 
profits, and she sup that Willard was 
acting as their mutual attorney. In ber bill 
she charges that Willard and Leszynsky en- 
tered into a conspiracy with Rotch and in- 
duced her to sign a paper which virtually 
excluded her from any of the financial bene- 
fits resulting from her labors. So much for 
the story as told by Mrs. Hannah Kate Courtis 
Richmond-West Green. 

Now comes William J. Rotch with his little 
cross-bill which succinctly sets forth the won- 
derful power the fair Shaks an re ader 
possessed of extracting wealth from the coffers 
of wary capitalists. Here are the dates and 
the amounts he declares he has paid to the 
fair financier: 

In 1884—Fehb. 6, $6,100. In 1885—Jan. 26, $3,950; 
March 21, $1,500, $2,000; March 23, $5,000; April 7,

It is not abandoned by all 
parties. Officially, at least, all are in favor of 
its fundamental principles. What does Palm- 
er mean then by such a statement? Does he 
take this roundabout way of letting its ene- 
mies know that he is against the law, and that 
whatever influence he can exert will be used 
to secure its repeal? Does he want to give a 
friendly boost to those Democrats who have 
made a side issue of the law and are trying to 
elect Palmerites to the Legislature on it? 
The matter is one of so much importance 
that he should state what he means by making 
statements about others which are so utterly 
without truth. If he has abandoned the law let 
him say so. And if he has abandoned it what 
has led him so to change his position since 
April and to come out against compulsory ed- 
ucation? Is it because he has been converted 
by Majah Jones and Col. Vilas and has made 
up his mind the State has no right to compel 
careless parents to have their children edu- 
cated, or that vagrants and fatherless chil- 
dren should be sent to some school? Palmer 
is getting pretty low down in his anxiety for a 
seat in the Senate and appears willing to pay a 
fearful price for the gratification of his senile 
ambition. ,

RECIPROCITY BETWEEN CUBA AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 

One dispatch m yesterday’s paper stated 
that it would take very little to start a revolu- 
tion in Cuba which would deprive Spain of 
the island. 

For the last eight years the financial missteps 
of Spain have disastrously affected the industries 
of the island, until ruin and starvation threaten 
the inhabitants. They are just now engaged in 
adopting measures to free the colony from the 
burdens which oppress it. 

Another dispatch was to the effect that there 
was a strong sentiment. in Cuba in favor of 
reciprocal relations with the United States. 
The Chamber of Commerce of Havana has 
informed the Spanish Minister for the Colo- 
nies that it has deemed it proper to discuss 
the new Cuban Tariff bill and other matters 
which 

provinces, which is far from being prosperous, 
and which may become even worse than it is 
now if the principle of reciprocity is definitely 
adopted in the tariff of the United States and if 


the changes made in our tariffs are not such as to 
correspond with that reform. 


That which the Cubans want first of all is 
the repeal of the law which abolishes the 
heavy import duties on goods brought from 
Spain, because it keeps them from buying and 
selling in their natural market—the United 
States. It forces them to send 4,000 miles 
across the ocean for articles not produced in 
Cuba which they can buy more cheaply at 
their own doors from the Americans. 

During the fiscal year 1888-’89 the American 
imports from Cuba amounted in value to 
$52,100,000. The exports to the island from the 
United States were valued at only $11,290,000. 
It appears, therefore, that the Cubans drew 
from this country over forty milhon dollars 
in gold. Had the principles of reciprocal fair 
trade prevailed they would have taken fifty- 
two million dollars’ worth of American prod- 
ucts instead of but eleven. 

What became of that forty millions in gold? 
Some of it was used to pay the interest on the 
Cuban debt, but the larger part was sent to 
Spain to buy articles which could have been 
purchased far more cheaply in this country. 
Thus the Cubans are being “‘ milked ’’ steadily 
for the benefit of the step-mother country, 
and a large percentage of their earnings is 
taken from them to enrich a land across the 
ocean. No wonder that they are in a dis- 
tressed condition and ready for another rev- 
olution, 

With the exception of a few millionaires all 
men are a prey to unsatisfied wants. The 
Cubans, like other people, want better cloth- 
ing, better food and more of it, better houses, 
and more comfortable furniture. Even if 
they got the full benefit of the product of their 
labor it would not buy them all they want. 
They fall far short of getting what they want 
when so large a percentage of that product is 
wrested from them for the benefit of Spain. 

If the tie which binds Cuba to the step- 
mother country were cut the first effect wonid 
be that the Cubans would take their pay for 
their tobacco, sugar, sirups, fruits, etc., 
in American farm and factory products, 
which would cost them much less than 
they pay now for similar things brought all 
the way from old Spain. They would thus 
enjoy for the first time the full fruits of their 
labors, and have a powerful incentive for fur- 
ther exertions. Learning that the capacity of 
the United States to absorb their tropical 
products was boundless they would grow more 
and would receive more from this country in 
return. The exports and imports, nearly 
balancing one another, would rise to a hun- 
dred millions a year in a short time. The 
Cubans would buy American breadstutfs, pro-

The putative author of the new Tariff bill 
denounces that nominal cheapness for which 
the Democrats clamor, a cheapness obtained 
by lowering by a third to a half of the wage 
seale in this country. A reduction of prices, 
due to the destructive competition of poorer 
paid European labor with American working- 
men, would be seeming but not real cheap- 
ness. If goods should cost but half what they 
do now it would not benefit the American 
workingman, for his wages would be cut in 
half also, and he could buy no greater volume 
of the cheaper goods than he had been buying 
of the dearer ones. He could not possibly, 
therefore, be better off than he is now, for his 
day’s labor would exchange for no more goods 
—and the probabilities are for considerable 
less. 

The cheapness which Speaker Reed com- 
mends is that gradual reduction of prices 
which is going on all the time without inter- 
ference with the wage scale except to raise it, 
so that the day’s labor of the workingman ex- 
changes for a little more each year in the form 
of goods or other products than it formerly 
did. Sucha cheapening as this means the 
slow, steady betterment of the condition of 
all workingmen. 

Mr. Reed attributes this steady reduction in 
prices of carpets, nails, etc., chiefly to the 
tariff. In fact, Tun Tarsuxsz believes him to 
be in error. It believes the true cause to be 
found in invention. Machines are more and 
more doing work for men. Inventions are 
cheapening the cost of producing raw ma- 
terials. They have greatly lessened the cost 
of transporting to the .manufacturer the ma- 
terials made over in his mill and of transport- 
ing to his customers the finished products he 
turns out. Men were inventive before tariffs 
were dreamed of, and they would continue to 
invent if tariffs were no more. If the rest of 
the world were to be swallowed up and only 
the United States to be left the activity of the 
inventor would not be lessened and prices 
would continue to decline as the result of the 
labors of the inventor’s busy brain. 

Carpets became cheaper not because 
of the tariff but because of the sub- 
stitution of the power loom for the 
hand loom. But it was not the tariff which 
wrought the change, for it took place at the 
same time in this country and in England. This 
process of the gradual cheapening of prices is 
one which is not limited to this country. It is 
going on in every progressive nation on the 
globe. Each employs as soon as it learns of 
their existence all the labor-saving devices of 
the others. Whether it be the tariff, as Mr. 
Reed says, or the inventive genius of man, as 
Tus Trieune thinks, which leads to cheaper 
processes of manufacturing, every country 
quickly gets the benefit of them. 

All that the tariff does is to protect the 
American manufacturer against his European 
competitor, who is about as well equipped as 
himself with the resulte of inventive genius 
and with improved machinery, but who has 
the further advantage of a far lower wage 
scale. Behind the shelter of that tariff the 
American workmgman, whether in protect- 
ed or “unprotected industries, retains his 
higher wage scale, and yet has the benefit of 
the gradual cheapening of prices due to in- 
vention and improved methods of making 
things. Take away the tariff umbrella and a 
flood of foreign-made, cheap-labor goods 
would inundate the land and drown out the 
American workingman. And these goods, 
while nominally cheaper, would not be so in 
reality, since their free admission would cut 
the rewards of American labor in two. 

No one should have diffleulty in seeing that 
there is nothing incongruous in the remarks of 
the two Republican Representatives. They 
were talking about cheapness resulting from 
many different causes. One was denouncing 
the hogus cheapness the Democrats advocate, 
which is obtained only by cutting down Amer- 
ican wages one-half; the other praising that 
genuine cheapness which lowers prices by 
labor-saving methods but raises wages in- 
stead of knocking them down 50 per cent.

On looking over this list of articles it 1s sur- 
prising to see how few of them there are 
which cannot be manufactured in this country 
as well as in Great Britain. And where such 
is the case why should they bb made there and 
not here? Why should a part of the food of 
those who make them be shipped across the 
Atlantic, and then the goods be shipped back 
here saddled with freight and commission 
charges? What can be more wasteful or ex- 
pensive than such a system of manufacturing? 
The nearer together the consumer of pro- 
visions and producer of goods and the con- 
sumer of goods and producer of provisions 
can get the cheaper will be the price of the 
goods and the more compensation the workers

ELECTRICAL FIGHTING AT SEA. 

A paper in a recent number of the Engineering 
News describes the most important of the new 
features in naval warfare, or rather in prepa- 
rations for it. Perhaps the most interesting is 
one not described for the simple reason 
that the details of the invention are guarded 
strictly, but the known results are stated to be 
“simply diabolical.” Gunners who could not 
see a target, and did not know its distance or 
even its direction as referred to the points of 
the compass or a line in the ship, have put 44 
per cent of hits on the deck of an imaginary 


ironclad at ranges of from one and three- 


quarters to two and one-quarter miles. When 
the object is visible the range finder comes into 
play for determining its exact distance, that 
beinga prime necessity in pointing the gun so 
that the charge will not strike the 
water before reaching the enemy or pass 
harmlessly over him. In the dark a search 
light is employed for detectimg the presence 
and position of a stranger, and experiments 
with this light have brought out a fact that 
may prove of immense value in preventing 
disasters at sea in times of peace. It is found 
that if the ray from the lamp be projected 
vertically, throwing a shaft of light high up in 
the air, the beam can be seen at afar greater 
distance in a fog than the outline of the vessel 
can be. This because the fog does not exist 
except close to the surface of the water, and 
the observer has to look through but little of 
the fog to see the “pillar of fire by night, 
showing him in which direction he should or 
should not go. 

In the new system electricity is employed in 
about every operation requiring the use of 
motive force. The dynamo replaces the 
auxiliary steam-engines with a much less loss 
of power and a vast gain in availability as 
well as cleanliness. Electricity points the 
guns and fires them, while for night service it 
is made to glow along the sights of the can- 
non. It is now being experimented with for 
the purpose of ascertaining if it cannot be de- 
veloped into use for marine propulsion and 
for direct telegraphiccommunication between 
ships separated by long distances at sea. 
Already it is found possible to send the elec- 
trical impulse as a sound-wave through 
the water and receive it by a tele- 
phonic attachment on the under side 
of the ship. The latter idea has not 
yet been made practical, but the electric 
launch is so near a success that its adoption in 
the near future is thought to be assured, and 
the other named features have conferred such 
a vast advantage over previous methods that 
it is only a question of time when they will be 
universally introduced on war vessels. as the 
steam sheeted steamer long ago displaced the 
wind propelled *‘ wooden walls of Old En- 
gland.“ The changes in naval warfare bid 
fair to be at least as extensive within the next 
few years as those which have occurred within 
the lifetimes of our older residents, though the 
latter have amounted to a complete revolu- 
tion. 

The present tendency in naval warfare is 
towards the complex and expensive. A whole 
fleet could have been built and thoroughly 
equipped a century ago with what it costs to 
put one of our high4oned cruisers in commis- 
sion today. It may be claimed that the one is 
better than the many—more effective and 
therefore the cheapest. This can be admitted, 
provided there be no error in the plan of 
building, no mistake in construction, no blun- 
der in the management, Either of these is 
costly. The loading of war ships with armor 
has already proceeded to the apparent limit, 
and in some of the recently turned out British 
ironclads would seem to have been carried 


past it. The maneuvering of these vessels. 


in a rough sea is found to be difficult, 
if not impossible. They burn so much 
fuel that only a few days can elapse between 
necessary visits to the coaling station unless 
when calm weather may permit service from a 
tender, and they are thus in both directions at 
the mercy of the waves and storms of old ocean 
under conditions amid which Nelson, Colling- 
wood, and Drake would have achieved victo- 
ries. Perhaps the builders.of warships will 
ere long begin to work in the other direction, 
both as regards cheapness and efficiency, and 
the lead in this movement may be taken by a 
general resort to the use of electrical appli- 
ances on shipboard, the loading down with 
armored plates being dispensed with for a 
similar reason that it was long since given up 
as a protection to the person of the individual 
combatant on land as well as sea.
